Washington, Feb. 10.—By a vote of 


126 to 17, the house passed the E»ch- 
Townsend bill extending authority to 
the interstate Commerce commission 
to,regulate freight rates.- The nega 
tlve rot* was made up of 11 Republi 
cane and 6 Democrats. The closing 
hours of the debate were occupied by 
Messrs., Williams (Miss.), the minor- 
ity leader, and Hepburn (la.), chair- 
man of the committee which reported 
the bill. Mr. Wiljiams, while support- 
ing the minority measure, even though 
he said he knew it could not pass, com- 
plimented the Republicans for bringing 
in a bill which was much better than 
he expected would come from them. 
The speech of Mr. Hepburn was rather 
in defense of himself. He said that 
his-deeds and acts were, a sufficient-an- 
swer to the "lies and slanders" which 
had been heaped upon him. The bill

The iuaii ou the boat was tall aud 


thin from recent illness, but In his eyes 
there wast the look that told much. His 
glance waa level and cool, and there 
was a slowness lev him that comes to 
those who live where tho sight of an- 
other man is of rare occurrence. 


The little boat was weather beaten 


and worn. 
The arched canvas roof 


showed the bent of many rains and the 
bleach of many suns. The man was 
Charles A. Stewart, trapper, adven- 
turer and traveler, and when he lied his 
ark to the shore he ended a ti'ip that is 
practically without parallel, for at its 
end he had measured more than 3,000 
miles of drift. 


Stewart cast loose his shore moorings 


last May whoa the ice on the river at 
Fort Benton broke up aud started 
southward, driven by the fever to go 
that has governed him since he was 
twelve years old, when he left AVaco, 
Tex., where he was born. Since then 
he has drifted, trapping as n business 
that he might travel when lie felt the 
desire to do so. The woods are open 
to him. lie knows the language and 
can read nature's writing on the snow. 


I To said that he had killed more than 


one bear in a hand to hand fight and 
that it wasn't any trick at all if you 


i knew how. Then he told how. 


'•You keep your knife hand raised 


up," 
he said, "so that the bear won't 


get it itt his bus. aud then, when ho 
seizes you, you cut the muscles of his 
forearm, and he is helpless. It is al- 
most play, for the little black bears 
don't weigh more than 1.10 or 200 
pounds." 


When; asked what his buxines.s was 


he said Simply, "Trapping," but finally 
he got started talking, and he told the 
story of-his life. "When I wjis twelve 
years old," he said, "my parents both 
died, and I cut out for myself. I had 
always wanted to live in the woods, 
and I drifted around, until twelve years 
ago I struck the country near Fort-Ben- 
ton, and there I have been ever since. I 
bad followed the foothills of tlte 
Rockies ftortb and had learn«d as'-I 
traveled,' no that when I got to Port 
Benton I felt able to turn out for my- 
self. 


"I liv« In a tent in the Rocky moun- 


tains about forty mile* from the Yel- 
lowston* National p»rk and ISO miles 
from Fort Betiton. Th« winter there 
begiriH tb« 1st of November, and it 
doesn't break until Ms?, tt takes a 
man to llr« that I If«, but e^ery winh-r 
flrnlfi nw back within a few miles of 
my last winter's line of trans.

I bad ah opportuni- 
ty one* of seeing a mountain lion kill a 
deer, and It is the only time that 1 bar* 
ever beard of uuy one baring 1 like *x- 
perieuce, I was lying bkl waiting for a 
deer to come up a gorge cloae «uougb 
Cor me to get a shot, and as I lay mo- 
tioulesj* I could see ft gradually work- 
ing closer aiid closer. 


"When it got under a place where 


there waa a u overhanging ledge I saw 
a 8treak of dun colored lightning shoot 
out, and the mountain lion made a 
clear leap of at least twenty feet and 
lit on the deer's back and bore him 
down to the ground. The thing that 
•truck me as the most wonderful was 
that the lion held on with his fore- 
paws and teeth and literally ripped the 
deer to pieces with the claws on his 
hind feet I needed that deer for meat, 
so I took a long shot at the lion, but I 
must have, missea him, for when the 
gun cracked he 'disappeared. 


"Wheti I got to the deer I found that 


one side of it was torn to pieces where 
the mountain lion had held on and 
scratched it with his hind claws. But I 
got the deer. This mountain lion that I 
brought with me isn't the 'first one I've 
trapped, by any means. I've''caught 
many. of. them, but'this one is the first 
one that I've ever tried to capture 
alive. The others I killed; on the spot, 
for all I wanted was their hide. I 
knew this fellow was arpuriffmy traps, 
for now and then he'd steal something 
out of them, so I made up uiy mind to 
trap him. I drove a stake into the 
ground and baited it. Around the stake 
I set four ^double spring steel traps, 
each one clogged with a chunk of wood 
that would weigh 150 pounds, and one 
morning I went there I found that I 
had made a catch. The trap was gone, 
aud I followed the trail of the clog a 
couple of hundred, yards until I came 
on to the lion sitting on his haunches 
in the snow. 


"The moment lie saw me he screamed 


and made a le;ip for me, but the trap 
was fast on oue paw, ami the clog held 
him. 
It took me four hours to get him 


litxl so I could get him back to my tent 
I had lassos with me and got him 
wrapped'up so that he couldn't move a 
muscle and then made n sledge from 
the fork of u tree nnd dragged him 
over the fro/en snow, screaming, for 
four miles. Tho first,two days he lay 
in my tent tied up, while I went forty 
miles to Vermont, whei'e there was a 
blacksmith shop, and hud a cage made. 
I drew the Irou cage back home the 
forty miles on a sled and got the liou 
in it after much work, then dragged 
his paw out and loosed the trap, but his 
foot bud partly frozen when he was iu 
the trap, for the thermometer was 40 
degrees below zero oil Feb. 2, the day I 
caught him, aud part of the piiw 
sloughed away.
